Greek to You 


Book Review by Jan M. Dyroff 

Wayne G. Sayles, Ancient Coin Collecting II: Numismatic Art 
of the Greek World. Iola: Krause Publications, 2007. $29.99 


T his book is the second 
edition of the Greek 
portion of Mr. Sayles’ six 
volume series on ancient coin 
collecting. He has written over 
two hundred articles on ancient 
coin collecting, in addition to his 
book Classical Deception. In 
addition to founding 
The Celator (the monthly 
magazine for collectors of 
classical coins), he co-authored 
with the late William F. Spengler 
the series on Turkoman figural 
bronze coins. 

One of the points made 
early on in this book is that 
while ancient history has not 
changed much in the past few 
years, there have been additions 
to our knowledge of certain 
series of ancient coins, and that 


has to be taken into account. 
There is a curious connection 
between numismatics and 
history, because the coins can 
pin down rulers and dynasties, 
clarify trade routes and 
economic ties, and, indeed, 
uncover “new” cities and 
nations. 

Additionally, the subject 
matter is vast. It is impossible 
for one person to be 
knowledgeable about all issues 
that fall into the Greek category 
(as a case in point, the British 
Museum collection is published 
in about thirty huge volumes, 
and that’s just the tip of the 
iceberg,). While many studies 
have been done in the last 
quarter century, it is a tribute to 
the quality of research and

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downright tenacity that many of 
the studies done fifty or a 
hundred years ago have not been 
superseded. 

As an example of the 
question of timeliness, there is 
the matter of the coins of 
Bactria, which was Hellenized 
after Alexander the Great 
conquered the area (Bactria is 
still in the news, comprising 
parts of Pakistan and 
Afghanistan - indeed one of the 
most important archeological 
sites there is under a runway of a 
U.S. air base). After Alexander 
left, the region, unsurprisingly, 
broke down into a number of 
kingdoms and satrapies. Mr. 
Sayles uses the most very recent 
work of Robert Senior and Brian 
Kritt to bring his reader up to 
speed. 

In this volume we have a 
very good introduction to 
collecting Greek coins. Mr. 
Sayles focuses on textual and 
bibliographical references. 

Think of each one of his sections 
as an information pyramid, with 
an illustration and identification 
of the coin at the top, then a 
descriptive paragraph or two, 
and finally a bibliography to 
finish it off. Simply put, he 
answers the questions of what it 


is, where it came from, and 
what we know about it. 

Recognizing that many 
people like to collect by region 
(or city or state), he has 
included a list of mint cities for 
each, as well as maps which 
identify the major coining 
centers of the region. This is a 
very helpful feature inasmuch 
as the geography of Greece can 
be confusing (particularly in 
antiquity when due to conflict 
or treaty boundaries changed 
with regularity). 

Mr. Sayles most 
importantly focuses on the 
concept of numismatics as art. 
While coins may aid the 
archeologist or historian, they 
are also in the bailiwick of art 
history. All of these coins were

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struck from hand-carved dies 
by an artist known as a celator. 
The designs and fabric of many 
Greek coins are unparalleled. 
Celators also engraved gems 
and seals, so numismatics 
begins to merge with artistic 
disciplines. 

Allied to this concept is 
the notion that you ought to 
know what the coins are all 
about, and this you learn from 
the designs. One of the trade 
coins of antiquity was the 
Athenian tetradrachm (Athena 
on the obverse, and an owl with 
the letters alpha, theta and 
epsilon on the reverse). To 
appreciate this silver piece you 
ought to be aware Athena was 
the patron of the city and that 
the owl was her symbol. I 
mention this because the “owl” 
is one of the most recognized 
ancient coins. But every place 
had its own patron with his or 
her symbol. Mr. Sayles takes 
us through the major points of 
mythology and symbols as they 
apply. 

This book is not 
intended to be a reference 
source for any one topic or 
coin; however, there are enough 
illustrations, lists of mints, 
explanations of alphabets, and 

correlations of denominations 
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to get anyone started. I suppose 
that Mr. Sayles’ work begins to 
answer the question of what it 
is all about. His summaries of 
myths (with illustrations from 
ancient red ware vases are 
delightful), and his biographies 
are cogent and not at all 
overwhelming. 

Clearly, one of the 
difficulties in dealing with 
Greek coins is intrinsic in their 
nature - the inscriptions (if any) 
are in Greek (often 
abbreviated). Mr. Sayles has 
addressed this stumbling block 
by including Latinized names 
or texts along with the Greek. 
This is a wonderful and 
practical notion, except that his 
Latinizations are, at times, 
quirky and not in line with what 
you would see in sale catalogs 
or many of the standard 
reference works. 

His bibliographies are 
extensive and clear, except 
when it comes to abbreviation 
of periodical titles such as 
“BAR”, “SNR”, “SAN” or 
“NNM.” Some you can guess 
at, while others remain a 
mystery. There should be a list 
of commonly used 
abbreviations. 

Actually, the only real 
blooper I found in this book

was on page 89, where there 
was a section on Magnesia in 
Ionia. In the text there was 
described a very nice coin to be 
shown as illustration. It should 
have been Artemis with a 
stephane in her hair and 
carrying a bow and quiver, with 
Apollo standing on the meander 
pattern on the reverse. Instead 
there is a tetradrachm of Myrina 
in Aiolis, which coin is found 


on the top of page 88 and 
depicts a “sensitive portrait of 
Apollo Grynios.” 

This ambitious book is 
highly recommendable. It does 
a great deal in a very limited 
space. It serves as an excellent 
introduction to ancient Greek 
coinage and as a jumping off 
point for helping to identify any 
ancient Greek coins that might 
come your way.

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Kittredge Numismatic Foundation: 
fin exciting Opportunity and a Call 
for Your Input_

J ohn Kittredge was well known as a generous and supportive 
member of the numismatic community, both in Worcester, 

MA and in New England. What is not as well known is the 
extent of his collection, and what I am doing, hopefully with 
your help, to carry on John s Intent after his death. 

John s family was makers of many of the grave monuments 
in Hope Cemetery in Worcester MA and elsewhere. My family 
had worked with his family for many years, having met through 
the Worcester Rotary Club. After his stroke, some 15 years before 
his death in 2005, John retired from the business and lived with his 
sister, Margaret, who has survived him. 

John was very private about the extent of his collection, but 
he was an avid collector. A few months before his death, John 
finally decided that he should do something with the collection to 
preserve it and to promote coin collecting in general in the 
Worcester area. As I concentrate my practice on estate planning, 
with a particular specialty in people who have collections, I was 
able to crystallize John s intent into a workable solution. What I 
failed to realize at the time was just what a great resource John s 
collection could be both in the New England area and for a much 
broader audience. 

At his death, John s collection and a sizeable cash 
endowment, went to a Foundation I formed for John, the Kittredge 
Numismatic Foundation. I am the Trustee and Margaret Kittredge 
is on the Board of Advisors. As best I can tell, John never sold a 
coin, and was meticulous in detailing all of the data of the coins, 
including the date, cost and seller of each coin. Although John s 
collection concentrates on Crowns and Talers from the 15th 
century through the 20th century, he also had a collection of U.S. 
coins, NENA medals, tokens, ancient Greek coins and other items. 
All told he had over 7,200 coins and other items that are now in the 
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collection. The mission of the Foundation is to preserve John s 
collection, to promote numismatics in this region, and to generally 
provide an educational and research source for the greatest 
community possible. 

Because of the scope and nature of John s collection, and 
the endowment of the Foundation, there is an exciting prospect, 
although one that does not lend itself to the traditional museum 
setting to achieve John s goals. The first steps to fulfill this 
potential have already been taken, as I have had each coin and 
other item in John s collection, along with an image of the sleeve 
information, digitally imaged and I am in the process of having 
those images, and the information on acquisition, posted to the 
Web on a research oriented website. This site should roll out buy 
the middle of the summer of 2008. 

I have now begun the second step in this process, which is 
to ask what you, as local collectors and dealers, see as the greatest 
need and benefit to collecting in general and numismatics in 
general for the wider New England Region. I have met with Bob 
Moffatt, Arthur and Pru Fitts and several others privately about the 
possible ways the Foundation can support numismatics in New 
England region and, in no order, are some of the ideas: 

♦ Provide a permanent meeting space in Worcester, 
MA for the WCNA and other numismatic clubs to 
meet, that would include 

o Meeting space for 75 to 100 people, 
o Space adjacent to the meeting area for a 
Bourse for members and dealers to buy, sell 
and swap coins, 

o Space to have a monthly dealer day by 
invitation with adequate security, 
o Sponsor the rental of hotel like space to 
bring single day and multi-day shows, and 
perhaps the annual NENA shows, to 
Worcester (but not in competition with any 
existing shows), 
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o Provide space to a monthly meeting of the 
WCNA and NENA, 

o Provide a secure space for dealers to meet 
with clients rented on an hourly basis 

o Provide space for display and educational 
events for the wider public. 

♦ Provide a website that would include 

o An online searchable database for coins, 
tokens and medals 

o A forum for discussions on coins and 
collecting 

o A Secure platform for collectors to display 
their collection for educational purposes to a 
wider audience 

o An ebay like auction platform specializing 
in coins 

♦ Promote education and collecting though 

o Programs that bring collections into schools 
for teaching history, social science, 
metallurgy and other topics, 

o Sponsor the annual NENA educational 
events 

o Scholarships at local Colleges and 
Universities 

o Prizes and scholarships to Middle and High 
School children on numismatic related 
topics 

o Develop traveling exhibitions of coins 
through ANA 

I am now in the brainstorming stage of this process, so I 
am open to all suggestions and I would like you to give me those 
suggestions you might feel are helpful. I have placed my contact 
information at the end of this article and if you send me an email or 
a note, I will get in touch with you to hear your thoughts. 

Having spoken about John and the foundation, I would like 
to speak a bit about who I am and what I do. Although I am a 
lawyer, and 1 am the fourth generation to practice law in Worcester, 
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I am a collector, and I come from an even longer line of collectors. 
I have inherited a coin collection of classical Greek and Roman 
coins begun by my great grandfather, William T. Forbes, when he 
taught at Roberts College in Constantinople in the 1870 s. I have 
my great aunt Esther Forbes research library from her writing her 
books such as Johnny Tremain and Paul Revere and the World he 
Lived In for which she won the Pulitzer Prize. I have every watch 
ever purchased by the family, dating back to the 1790 s, and they 
all work. I have had to build a 6,000 s.f. Addition to my family 
home just to hold all of this, and I am still collecting now. 

In being a collector, and an estate planner, I have found that 
collections are unique, and most planning does not work unless it 
is customized to the special nature of collectors. This uniqueness 
opens collections, and collectors to unique risks, costs and issues 
that I am specializing in handling. What I do is lift out the 
collection from the collector s other wealth planning in such a way 
that they can confidently answer the following three questions: 

Who will care for mv collection after I die? 

How can I preserve mv collection, now and in the future. 
without losing control? 

How can I avoid making preserving the collection a 
financial burden to mv heirs? 

John s solution was the formation of the Kittredge 
Numismatic Foundation, but what others solution really depends 
on what the Collector intends for his or her collection, now and 
into the future. 

Again, I am happy to hear from you and get your input on 
how I might work with the regional numismatic community to 
better achieve John s intent. Here is my contact information.

Book Review by Jan M. Dyroff 

Arlyn Sieber, Gold Rush: How to Collect, Invest & Profit with 
Gold Coins. Iola:Krause Publications, 2007. $22.99 


T he premise of this book 
is a fascinating one. It 
endeavors to list and 
offer suggested values for all of 
the modem gold coins that a 
collector might encounter, and 
this in itself is no mean feat. It 
would seem that the book is 
directed at the novice, someone 
either new to coin collecting or 
new to specializing in gold 
coins. While all of the informa¬ 
tion presented is available 
elsewhere, as in the Standard 
Catalogs, this book pulls to¬ 
gether most of the pertinent data 
on gold in a form that is more 
compact and approachable then 
in the larger volumes. 

Gold Rush is divided

into a number of sections. The 
first four offer a background or 
overview of the subject - 
Glowing Dawn (on the first 
uses of gold), the Joy of Col¬ 
lecting, the History of the Gold 
Coin World and the Joy of 
Collecting World Gold Coins. 
The middle part of the book 
presents Classic World Gold 
Coins, World Gold 
Commemoratives and World 
Bullion Coins. The final third 
begins with the Jefferson Plan 
(for United States coins), the 
Joy of Collecting U.S. Gold 
Coins, Collecting U.S. Gold 
Coins and the Private World of 
U.S. Gold Coins.

In the introduction, 
George S. Cuhaj, the editor of 
the Standard Catalog of World 
Coins, builds a succinct back¬ 
drop for this work, noting that 
prior to World War I, most 
national currencies were 
on a gold standard. 

Gold coins circulated, 
and the national paper 
money issues were 
backed by gold in 
either gold or bul¬ 
lion. Since that 
time, economies 
began to change, 
and since World 
War II gold coins 
have become a 
novelty. In the 
late 1960s 
bullion coins began to be 
minted, and by the early 1980s, 
several countries - Austria, 
Australia, China, Canada, Great 
Britain, South Africa and the 
United States were striking 
coins of a high purity, a nominal 
face value, and in a traditional 
coin design rather than ingot 
form. 

Speaking of the earliest 
days of gold coinage, the author 
recalls that gold and other 
precious metals became medi¬ 
ums of exchange - items of 
value that could be exchanged 
for goods and services that did 


contribute to basic needs. At 
first gold traded in base form; 
each quantity had to be weighed 
and tested for purity with each 
transaction. The kingdom of 
Lydia, which was located in part 
of modern-day Turkey, is 
credited 
with produc¬ 
ing the first 
A coins in 700- 
650 B.C. 

They were 
made of 
electrum, a 
natural alloy of 
gold and silver 
found in the 
region s rivers. 
King Croesus of 
Lydia is credited 
with producing the 
first pure gold coin about a 
hundred years later. 

Sieber goes on to say 
that silver continued to be the 
focus of European coinage as 
the Roman empire ascended to 
power in the late fourth and 
third centuries B.C. Rome 
accumulated great wealth in 
gold through its conquests, 
including the vast deposits of 
the Iberian Peninsula formerly 
held by Carthage. But like the 
Greeks, the Romans held most 
of their gold in reserve and 

Continued on next page. 
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struck gold coins only in 
emergencies. The first Roman 
gold coin was a stater struck in 
215 B.C. to help finance the 
Second Punic War against 
Carthage. In the second and 
first centuries B.C. the Roman 
senate granted generals the 
right to strike coins from 
captured silver and gold so they 
could pay their soldiers. Julius 
Caesar continued his military 
right to strike coins after 
becoming dictator of the 
empire in the late first century 
B.C. His aureus was the first 
Roman gold coin not struck out 
of necessity and made circulat¬ 
ing gold coinage more com¬ 
mon. 

As the modem map of 
Western Europe started to take 
shape during the Middle Ages, 
gold coins were an important 
part of the continent s develop¬ 
ment. In the 1200s Venice and 
Florence in Italy were impor¬ 
tant centers for trade. Venice 
issued a gold ducat coin, and 
Florence issued a gold florin 
coin. Both coins were known 
for their purity and were widely 
accepted in international trade. 

Under the heading of 
How to Collect the author 
advises that when deciding 
which gold coins to acquire, 


the collector should start with 
the basic guidelines that apply 
to any coin collecting pursuit - 
collect what you like, have a 
road map, and buy the best you 
can afford. Typical approaches 
include collecting by series, by 
country, by region, by empire, 
by era, by country or by theme. 

When honing in on 
classic world gold coins, the 
circulating issues of a select 
number of countries are ex¬ 
plored, including Australia, 
Austria, Canada, Cuba, Den¬ 
mark, Finland, France, the 
German states, Great Britain, 
Mexico, Pem, Russia, Spain 
and Switzerland. Clearly, there 
are more countries which could 
be included, but they are 
beyond the scope of this study. 
A number of sections are 
devoted to the United States - 
our regular issue coinage, our 
commemoratives and our 
bullion items as well as territo¬ 
rial gold issues with emphasis 
on California. 

This book is very well 
illustrated (printed on heavy 
stock, the images are sharp and 
clear). Each coin cross-refer¬ 
ences by KM (Krause-Mishler) 
number to the appropriate entry 
in the Standard Catalog of 
World Coins. When known,

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certain data about each coin is 
presented, including designer, 
obverse description, date (and 
mint), quantity struck, and 
valuations from Almost Uncir¬ 
culated 50 to Mint State 65. 

One warning which is 
mentioned but not really 
stressed is that as the dollar 
weakens, the spot price for gold 
increases, and that certainly 
affects the value of bullion 
issues and lower grade circulat¬ 
ing gold coins. 

In closing, to consider 
the title of the book, it is really 


all about collecting. Profit and 
investing are not mentioned, 
which is good, because for the 
most part it is unwise to think 
of numismatic items as invest¬ 
ments (they are not a liquid 
commodity). Bullion items are 
simply worth their weight in 
metal, and as such do have a 
somewhat greater degree of 
liquidity. In the final analysis, 
this is a handy book, but one 
with some limitations. It 
would be a worthy addition to 
your numismatic library. A

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CREATING AN AWARD- 
WINNING EXHIBIT_

PfiRT 1 - Introduction and Getting Organized

INTRODUCTION 

Numismatic exhibits 
have long been a part of NENA 
shows. Several exhibit classes 
cover every aspect of the hobby, 
from US coins to foreign paper 
money to medals and tokens. 
NENA is working to expand the 
exhibit program and encourages 
every member to submit one at 
our annual conference. These 
articles will help you to build an 
interesting and educational 
exhibit. 

There are many things to 
consider and to do while 
creating an award-winning 
exhibit, and that is the purpose 
of these articles: to give you the 
knowledge needed to create 
your display. Remember that 
these are numismatic exhibits 
and that they must be given a 

numismatic treatment. You will 
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see what I mean by this as the 
series progresses. 

What are my 

qualifications to tell you all 
this? I am an ANA-certified 
judge in four exhibit classes 
(Medals, Tokens, World Coins 
after 1500, and Elongated 
Coins), and have twelve years 
experience. I will be telling you 
what my fellow judges and I 
look for when we view your 
displays. The remainder of this 
part will talk about getting 
organized. Part 2 will center on 
presentation, and Part 3 will 
give detailed information and tie 
up any loose ends. Note that I 
use the generic coin although 
any numismatic item can be 
displayed. Any feedback you 
care to give on these articles 
will be appreciated.

GETTING ORGANIZED 

You have all of these 
wonderful coins and want to 
show every one of them. That 
may not be practical because 
exhibit space is limited. Also 
this could lead to a boring 
display. So you have to narrow 
it down a bit. Organize your 
collection and you will find that 
your coins fall into groups. 

Find a group that has an 
interesting story behind it, one 
that has focus. There is always 
a display that has lots of nice 
coins (and even a catchy 
gimmick) but lacks focus and is 
not very interesting to the 
casual observer. And that is 
your main audience, people 
who do not know about this 
part of the hobby. These 
exhibits help to educate them. 

Once you have a 
common theme or focus, 
choose the pieces to be 
exhibited with care. Choosing 
the core group of coins should 
be easy, but you will find as 
you build the exhibit that 
adjustments are necessary. 
Maybe this coin should be 
added, maybe you should forget 
about that one. This is normal 
and perfectly acceptable. Just 
don t say, This coin has to fit 
and I m gonna make it. That 
could kill the whole thing. Be 


flexible. N'.

smart exhibitor knows what the 
judges are looking for and 
present their displays 
accordingly. 

Basic Numismatic 
Information is 20 points (out of 
100). From the rating sheet: 

This item carries the most 
points and is the one which Is 
solely based on your expertise. 

It must be textbook perfect to get 
maximum points but be liberal if 
the Exhibitor has done his 
homework. The rating should be 
based on the degree of 
satisfaction to a numismatist. 

In other words, tell about the 
physical coin itself. How much 
does the coin weigh? What 
mintages does it have? The 
information is often available, 
but for more esoteric pieces the 
data usually does not exist.

What is the coin made of? 

Again that data is readily 
available most of the time, but 
sometimes all you can do is 
guess. A good example is the 
ubiquitous white metal for 
many medals. 

Special Numismatic 
Information is 15 points. It is 
important for the Exhibitor to 
know and exhibit more than just 
the numismatic pieces in the 
exhibit. Photos, maps, 
documents, related Collectibles, 
add to the degree of satisfaction 
for a non-numismatist. This is 
the place to be generous if you 
think the exhibit is eye¬ 
catching. This is the 
background information. One 
of my exhibits was on elongated 
coins I got during a trip to 
Alaska. I told how I came to be 
visiting that state, where the 
machines were that rolled the 
coins, and even included 
pictures of the machines 
themselves. This all comes 
under this heading. How did 
you get the coin? What is its 
significance? Is there any 
history behind it? Tell the 
viewer all the relevant facts. 

This is not as easy as it seems, 
because you want an exhibit that 
is easy to view and read. 


Title (and Scope) is 
valued at 5 points. Any that 
sets the scope of the exhibit and 
is clearly visible should receive 
maximum points. Do not deduct 
for presentation that is covered 
elsewhere. No points should be 
given only if no title at all can 
be found! Choose a working 
title for the time being but have 
the final title when you submit 
your application. The scope 
statement tells what you are 
showing. A specific statement 
of scope will put bounds on 
your display. A statement like 
This display shows nine 
elongates from Alaska that I 
rolled there last year, is far 
preferable to These are all the 
elongates in Alaska. The latter 
statement is just too general, 
and the judge could easily 
subtract points for not showing 
what you said you were going 
to show (How do you know that 
these are all the elongates in 
Alaska?). This criteria and 
Completeness (15 points) go 
hand-in-hand. The judge uses 
the scope statement to 
determine completeness. Make 
sure you scope what you are 
showing and show what you 
have scoped. 

The more data you can 
provide the better, but don t go

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6 Call to Exhibit: The Need 
for More Exhibitors

O ne of the strengths of 
NENA in the past has 
not only been the 
numismatic bourse at the 
conventions but the education 
of fellow numismatists and the 
public through speakers, club 
meetings and exhibiting. 

Exhibiting is a wonder¬ 
ful way of sharing, educating 
and imparting your knowledge 
to fellow numismatists and 
especially the public. The 
beauty of an exhibit can encour¬ 
age others to collect similar 
material or may be attractive to 
people because of the numis¬ 
matic knowledge people may 
learn. Exhibits can be competi¬ 
tive or Non-Competitive and set 
up not to compete but to show 
or impart numismatic informa¬ 
tion to the public. 
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Have you ever consid¬ 
ered exhibiting? If you have 
questions I am sure the NENA 
board could help in answering 
them. There is always a need 
for exhibits and they truly 
complement a good numis¬ 
matic show. 

Traditionally NENA 
has provided the use of a 
display case if one is needed. 
An Application needs to be 
filled out letting the Exhibit 
Co-Ordinator (s) know the 
time of arrival one is going to 
set up the exhibit. All exhibi¬ 
tors have a deadline to fill out 
and send an application with 
the title and numismatic area 
of exhibiting, and the Exhibits 
have to be set up by a certain 
time so that cases can be 
locked and judged. An exhibit 




would consist of a title, numis¬ 
matic items and usually but not 
necessarily numismatic infor¬ 
mation. Numismatic informa¬ 
tion usually enhances an exhibit 
especially if the exhibiting is to 
be competitive with judging. 

In the past all exhibitors 
received a NENA uniface medal 
with the design of the current 
year or convention and some¬ 
times engraved EXHIBITOR. 
This in itself is a nice NENA 
collectible. 

Everyone has expertise 
in some collecting area, so if 
you are looking for a way to 
share this then exhibiting can be 
a wonderful way of doing it. 
NENA is always looking for 
people to set up and display an 
exhibit. If you have never set up 
an exhibit before notify NENA 
and we can help you. It is 
always a great learning experi¬ 
ence. 

In conjunction with the 
64th New England Numismatic 
Association Conference and 
Convention and New Hamp¬ 
shire Coin Expo we are inviting 
all NENA members to put in an 
exhibit at the show. 

Exhibits will be com¬ 
petitive and non competitive.

Book Review by Jan M. Dyroff 

Colin R. Bruce, 2009 Standard Catalog of World Coins 1901- 
2000, Thirtieth Edition. Iola: Krause Publications, 2008. 
$60.00 


jt goes without saying that 
much has changed in the 
world since the late seventies 
when the first edition of the 
Standard Catalog of World Coins 
appeared. The book was much 
thinner then there were fewer 
countries, and much less was 
known about their coinages. So 
the book started as a truly noble 
venture, to be as inclusive as 
possible. While it is true that 
there were other world coin 
reference books (William D. 

Craig s Coins of the World springs 
to mind), this book even in its 
infancy tended to be 
encyclopedic. 

Over time the Standard 
Catalog of World Coins has 
grown in bulk — it isrt 
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nicknamed the phone book for 
trivial reasons, and this is a 
good thing. To my way of 
thinking, the more information 
you have the better off you will 
be. And a great part of what 
makes this book so important is 
the quantity and quality of the 
images of the coins listed. In 
the past, the paper used in some 
of the editions could have been 
better — it was woodyalmost 
but not quite like newsprint and 
was not conducive to clear 
illustrations. With this latest 
edition that problem has been 
addressed with the use of a 
higher quality stock and better 
visual reproductions.

Nevertheless, the book is 
still awkward to use. In the past 
I have thought that the Standard 
Catalog of World Coins could be 
broken into parts, which could be 
sold as a set. But the publishers 
have indulged in thinking outside 
the box and have done just that, 
in a way. The book 
has gone digital. 

Now a CD 
comes with the 
catalog, with files in 
protected document 
format (pdf). There 
are a number of 
individual files on the 
disk. The biggest one, 
of course, is the entirety 
of the Standard Catalog 
of World Coins itself. 

This is supplemented by a 
series of files which breaks 
down the volume s contents into 
alphabetical groupings. For 
instance if you were interested in 
the Danish West Indies you could 
consult the whole catalog or go 
to the smaller file which includes 
D countries. And, to make life 
easier, there is a search function. 

All you need in order to 
get this version going is a CD 
drive on your computer and 
Adobe Reader (available as 
freeware). There is a brief 
tutorial on how to use the disk, 
which is very easy to follow, and 
then you re ready to go. 


I believe that the CD is a 
valuable adjunct to the print 
version, but I do not think that 
the disk will ever replace the 
paper (a laptop is the best way of 
making full portable use of the 
CD). I can see that this new 
- format could be 
valuable to 
dealers who 
attend a range of 
coin shows. 

And there 
is one other 
consideration 
regarding the 
Standard 
Catalog of 
World 
Coins, and 
I m not too 
sure how to deal with 
it. When you look at the listings 
for gold and silver, below a 
certain grade the value is BV (or 
bullion value). With the recent 
rises in the worth of gold and 
silver, you can wind up with the 
curious situation where a BV 
coin might have a value higher 
that the catalog value for a 
graded coin. This raises another 
matter, which is how the price of 
bullion affects the value of a 
grade listed coin. For instance, 
suppose something like an almost 
uncirculated .900 silver half 
dollar lists for $25 (all this is

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hypothetical), then the spot for 
silver goes through the roof 
(which it seems to have done) — 
how does that affect the value of 
the coin, as surely it must? 

In at least one American 
coin magazine for the popular 
market, which lists values for all 
United States coins, there seems 
to be no reconciliation between 
the numismatic value and the spot 
market value. This could create a 
problem if people who are not 
numismatists stumbled on the 
magazine hoping to find out what 
value some coins they had 
squirreled away were worth, 
believed the market values 
presented, and sold their coins at 
those values. What is the 
opposite of caveat emptorl 

In inflationary times, and 
I believe that we are in one, the 
prices (values) of items can 
change quickly. No catalog, in 


print or digital, can keep up with 
that. That is the reason, now 
more than ever, that collectors 
must keep abreast of all the 
changes in the market that might 
affect their collections or their 
goals. 

In closing, there is a 
phenomenon that goes 
unrecognized by many in the 
numismatic community, sort of an 
elephant in the living room, is that 
there is a time lag to any catalog 
or value guide. The numbers you 
see in late summer or early 
autumn of 2008 are the result of 
painstaking considerations by 
editorial contributors to the 
Standard Catalog of World Coins 
in late autumn of 2007. The 
contributors do their best, they are 
experts in their fields, but time 
has a way of tripping up all of us. 
The market of today, it must be 
remembered, does not match the 
snapshot of a year ago.

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overboard. I have seen exhibits 
that have case after case full of 
writing. Unless you are a 
highly skilled writer, the viewer 
will probably lose interest in 
what you are saying before 
finishing, and that includes the 
judge. However, the judge 
must read every word in an 
exhibit; it is part of the job. If 
some information is not 
available, you can either say so, 
or just ignore it. This is a 
judgment call, so ask yourself, 
Does my information raise any 
questions that I have not 
answered? Massage your data 
until the answer is No. One 
display I judged this year had 
the statement, I couldn t fit all 
my pieces in six cases. I 
wanted to know what the 
selection criteria was, why 
some pieces were included and 
others were not, but the 
exhibitor did not tell me and 
lost points because of it. 


While you are gathering 
your information, keep a 
running bibliography of the 
reference works you use. While 
it is not mandatory, you won t 
win the Gold Medal without a 
reference statement. Use the 
standard bibliographical format 
found in most nonfiction books. 

One thing you should do 
immediately is to get the exhibit 
rules from NENA. They are 
available at http://nenacoin.org/ 
nena_exhibit_rules.pdf. These 
will tell you everything you 
need to know about doing an 
exhibit at the conference. 

You have your work cut 
out for you. Start now and in a 
few weeks you should know 
what you want to exhibit and 
have a good body of 
information to go with it. We 
will discuss presenting your 
exhibit in the next part of the 
story.

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CREATING AN AWARD- 
WINNING EXHIBIT _

PfiRT 2 - Presentation

L ast installment, we discussed 
the beginnings of an award¬ 
winning numismatic exhibit: 
assembling the materials and data. 
This time we will talk about 
organizing your exhibit and 
presenting it. I am sure by now 
that you have already done the 
first part and are anxiously 
awaiting these pointers on how to 
put your stuff together. 

First some bad news. In 
order to exhibit at NENA, you 
must be a NENA member. Dues 
are $12.50 per year. You can get 
an application form online at http:/ 
/nenacoin.org/ 

membership_app.html. NENA is 
an excellent club and worthy of 
the support of every numismatist 
in New England. 

How you present your 
exhibit is completely up to you. 
The field is wide open, and each 
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exhibit I have seen is unique to the 
person who created it. There are 
no hard and fast rules on how to do 
your presentation, but there are 
several guidelines that must be 
followed. Most of these are plain 
common sense and bear listing 
here. The intent of this installment 
is to remind you of them. 

Your exhibit is housed in 
standard display cases which 
measure 32-3/4 x 20-3/4 inches 
inside. You may use up to two 
cases and NENA will provide one 
of them for you. The standard 
format is horizontal, but there is 
nothing preventing you from 
having your cases aligned 
vertically. Do not be stingy with 
the space. If an exhibit looks to 
cramped, points will be deducted. 
You may work on a single case 
display then find out that you really

need two cases. This is OK. Make 
the adjustment and continue. I 
have seen exhibits contain but a 
single coin with the supporting 
data and graphics taking up most 
of the space. I have also seen fifty 1 
coins crammed into one case and 
the effect was a hard-to-follow 
exhibit. 

When you are creating 
your layout, I find it is easiest to 
use a work board. I generally use a 
full sheet of foam board 20x30 
inches which is close to the inside 
dimensions of the display case. 
Foam board is rigid so you can 
carry it around from place to place 
without upsetting what is on it. It 
is readily available in your local art 
store for a couple of dollars per 
sheet. 

Next you must decide how 
to present your material. You have 
two major components in the 
display: coins and data. They 
must be presented in such a way 
that the overall effect is pleasing 
and the information you are 
providing enhances the coins being 
shown. There should be a flow to 
the layout so the viewer is led from 
point to point in a logical flow. 

Here is where your personal style 
kicks in. If you are lucky enough 
to attend a coin show that has 
exhibits, by all means examine and 
study how the exhibitor presented 
the material. Take a good look at 
advertising layouts in your favorite 
magazine and see how each 
element is positioned and 
presented. 


Last installment talked 
about the importance of 
•numismatic information a full 
40 points of the score. Start your 
layout by writing up the data. 

Don t do it in one big chunk. Use 
small pieces of data to present a 
subgroup of your coins. Last year 
I separated my Alaska exhibit into 
the three geographical areas where 
the coins were found. Use the 
writeups to balance out the coins 
shown. Maybe you want to 
explain each coin individually, or 
maybe you want to describe a 
group of them. Do you have any 
supporting graphics like pictures or 
maps? I used both in my Alaska 
display. Don t forget the Title and 
Statement of Scope. You must also 
cite your references in standard 
bibliographic format, which you 
can get out of any book. Most of 
your work will come from 
manipulating these elements. 

Presentation points are 
broken down into three elements 
totaling 30 points: Creativity and 
Originality; Attractiveness; and 
Balance. Each is described as: 

Creativity and Originality 
(15 points)— How much does the 
Exhibitor bring to the table? This 
is your personal judgment, pure 
and simple. You can deduct 5- 
points if you ve seen it before. 

Attractiveness (10 points) 
— This is a measure of the 
Exhibitor s patience and ability to 
make an exhibit look good. This is 
the only item where you may want 
to make allowance for the

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experience of a Junior exhibitor. 
Museum quality is required for a 
10. Great looks should get 8 or 9. 

Balance (5 points)— No 
one item or presentation technique 
should dominate the exhibit. Your 
call! 

Note that these are the actual 
instructions to the judges taken 
from the judging sheets. 

These criteria define what 
the judge is looking for. Usually 
points are deducted for mistakes 
rather than points assigned for 
merit. Let s look at some specific 
items: 

Color - Your data and 
coins have to be on some sort of 
paper. The color of that paper 
should be pleasing. Don t use 
garish colors like Neon Pink or 
dull colors like dark purple. Light 
colors that are easy to look at are 
best. Use a color that contrasts the 
coins. Red backing for copper 
coins is not a great choice. You 
may use several colors in your 
display but they must complement 
each other. 

Backing - This is another 
individual choice. Backings are 
many and varied, from a simple 
frame of cover stock (or 
construction paper) to pedestals to 
raise the display up to the level of 
the glass. I prefer foamboard 
cutouts to give a feeling of depth 
in the display. Another method is 
to take a piece of contrasting cover 
stock cut slightly larger than the 
writeup as the backing. One friend 
of mine prints his writeups on a 
cover stock then lacquers it front 
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and back so it won t curl and gives 
it an illusion of depth.. Matte 
board also works well. The glue 
you use is very important because 
the ultimate disaster is to have 
stuff curl up in the display case 
when you cannot get at it to 
correct the error. 

Case Lining -1 always 
have a hard time with this piece of 
the puzzle. The case lining should 
again enhance and not detract from 
your display. It is one of those 
things where it is not noticed if it 
is OK but loses points if not. I 
have found that wrapping paper 
works well, but care must be 
exercised to ensure that it is 
anchored in the case so it will not 
curl. The case will be closed for a 
day or two and you will not be 
able to make any corrections to 
such a disaster. Do not use 
metallic paper as it is a big time 
distraction. I have also used a 
sheet of colored foamboard as the 
liner but it is not quite large 
enough to cover the entire 
geography. Cloth backdrops cut to 
the inside dimensions of the case 
are very common. 

If you have further 
questions about this phase of 
exhibit creation, I will be glad to 
try to help.

I will give general help only so 
please do not get specific about 
what you are creating. Next issue 
we will tie everything together and 
give pointers about getting your 
display to the convention and 
physically laying it down.

W elcome to Bawsten! As hosts for what is sure to be a 
spectacular convention, we will be welcoming 
collectors, dealers, families, historians, researchers, 
from all over the world to the capital of Massachusetts. The 
Summer ANA show will be utilizing our local talent for this 
important convention. There are plenty of opportunities for YOU 
to get involved. You will have a great time and help to make this 
convention the best ever. We will need Chairmen for a number of 
committees and lots of committee members. Take a look at what 
might interest you. 

Essential Committees: 

Numismatic Theatre 

Chair coordinates with the Convention Director and Director of 
Education for space and equipment. ANA Education department 
handles the programs and selection of both national and local 
speakers and provides appreciation certificates. Programs are 
scheduled each day (1 la - until 5 p except on the last day when 
they end at 1. 

Time Commitment: The chair or his/her alternate must be at 

each session to introduce and thank the speaker(s). 
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Scout Workshops 

Chair works with the ANA to organize a FREE Boy and Girl 
Scouf coin collecting merit badge clinic (usually on Saturday). 
ANA provides materials for the local chair , and a National 
volunteer to help BS earn the Coin Collecting Merit Badge, and the 
GS to earn the Collecting Hobbies Patch. There may be two 
separate clinics. Chair is ANA connection to the local scouting 
community, publicizes the clinic and recruits participants, boy and 
girls scouts and their leader. The ANA will provide the Chair 
materials with information for distribution to local scout councils, 
school and area troops well in advance. One on one contact with 
leaders is encouraged. 

Time Commitment: Preparation time and attendance at 
Saturday event. 

Registration: Chair and the registration committee and 
volunteers are responsible for assisting all public attendees through 
the registration process in an efficient, pleasant and orderly 
manner. There are two sections to this: Information tables where 
attendees fill out registration forms and are given programs and 
answers to questions. And Identification badge counters where 
attendees are given an entrance badge and a sponsor bag. There 
should be three people at these tables at all times. 

Chairman should have a crew of at least six people at any given 
time during the five day convention. This translates into as many 
as (30) volunteers for 2-4 hour shifts. S/he should be prepared to 
cover all the days of the show including PNG day which is the day 
before we start (August 10). 

Time Commitment is daily throughout the show. 

Activities 

Chair works with General Chair to determine the most 
desirable local attractions to offer convention visitors. S/he 
investigates tour companies and recommends to the 
Convention Director. Activities must be self sustaining; and 
there will be one, sometimes two tours per day, including any 
night tours scheduled (Red Sox?) and the Friendship

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Luncheon. ANA staff will make all transportation 
arrangements. Historical outings with a numismatic tie-in will 
be of particular importance. 

Time line: Tours must be scheduled 12 — 16 months oift May 
to August 2009). S pecial events must be scheduled bv Mid 
January of 2010 . The Luncheon traditionally has door prizes 
and gift bags and these have to be obtained. (Donations are 
needed as there is not a budget).The committee will decide if 
there will be transportation tokens, special gifts or any other 
giveaway — Note that a budget needs to be submittedfor 
approval by December 09. Committee should consist of five 
Members so that one local person can accompany each group. 
Time commitment: a year to a year and a half out.

Collector Gallery (formerly Exhibits) 

Chair works closely with ANA staff at designated group 
meetings held prior to the convention. S/he will appoint an 
assistant 

to be available throughout the convention and will begin 
duties on the Monday of convention week. (August 8). when 
table top display cases will be set on tables. Responsibilities 
include a heavy emphasis on recruiting local exhibitors, 
greeting guests, handing out People s Choice ballots and 
exhibit area pamphlets. Two-four hour shifts are recommended.

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Another View of the 
Hobby_ 

Book Review by Jan M. Dyroff 

David L. Ganz, Profitable Coin Collecting , Iola: Krause 
Publications, 2008. $19.99 


T he author of the book is 
a familiar name in 
numismatics. Mr. Ganz 
is a past President of the 
American Numismatic 
Association (1993-1995) and 
for more than forty years has 
written about coins and coin 
collecting. He started writing 
the Under the Glass column 
for Numismatic News in 1969, 
and he has also been a 
contributing editor to Coinage 
Magazine since 1973. 

As chance would have 
it, this book may have come out 
at an inopportune time because 
as of this writing (late 2008) 
the world has slid into a 
recession, if not yet a 
depression. The three foci of 
the book — details of lucrative 


performance, buying and selling 
strategies, and marketing trends 
— are a bit out of step for the 
economy in which we find 
ourselves. 

One of the underlying 
assumptions in the book seems 
to be the notion that if you hold 
onto a coin long enough it is 
going to increase in value. This 
notion is incredibly tempting 
because it is partially true. On 
the one hand, if you have 
possessed for a long time a 
particularly rare coin, it 
certainly will increase in value 
(the law of supply and demand 
just about guarantees it), but on 
the other hand age is not of 
necessity a clue to value (think 
of all the Roman coins two

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millennia old that can be 
purchased for practically 
pennies). 

A second assumption 
tends to blur the line between 
collectors and numismatists 
and those who see acquiring 
coins as an investment 
tactic. In other words, the 
author treats coins as 
assets (which, of course 
they are), but I do not 
think it is clear just 
what kind of assets 
Mr. Ganz has in 
mind. As a rule, 
at least in my 
experience, 
coins with , 
numismatic 
special appeal are not 
liquid assets. There is 
generally a time lag involved in 
liquidating very rare coins, as 
auctions and consignment sales 
do not take place overnight. 
This is not so say that you 
could not spend a significant 
rarity, like an 1804 silver dollar 
(which pushes the limit of 
credulity), and pocket the 

change-but no one in their 

right mind would do this, or 
you could sell directly to a 
dealer or to another individual 
usually at a lesser price than 
you would get through auction 


Then there are fungible 
assets, where one quantity of a 
commodity is exactly the same 
as another. For instance suppose 
you trade one bullion value coin 
for another. It doesn t matter 
which is which. This is a 

concept that hovers around 
in the background 
of 

numismatics 
but rarely 
comes into play. 
Last to consider 
, is the concept of 

$tangible assets, and 
coins certainly fall 
into this area. It is 
assumed early on in this 
book that numismatic 
tangible assets can be 
quantified and charted, 
much like the Dow Jones Index 
or any of the commodity indices 
and as such numismatic assets 
can be charted along with other 
assets. This is a nice concept, 
but somehow it doesn t seem to 
work. When I try to follow 
some of the author s charts I 
have great difficulty. One 
problem is that the charts are too 
small (though nicely colored), 
and another difficulty seems to 
be that apples are being 
compared with oranges.

There is a relevance 
to what Mr. Ganz says about 
the market, and it is worth 
noting in full. As gold goes 
up, so does the rare coin 
market, even for non-gold 
items. 

He goes on to 
observe, There s a 
numismatic economy all 
right. Collectors see it every 
time they want to buy a new 
issue that has sold out and 
have to acquire it at a higher 
price on the subsidiary 
market. Investors become 
aware of the numismatic 
economy when they see gold 
or silver prices jump and 
expect all of their coins to do 
the same, only to find out 
that the two markets, 
however parallel, don t 
always follow the track. 

Even dealers find out that 
changing grading standards 
and traditional supply-and- 
demand factors affect their 
business. 

And then he 

concludes. Anyone involved 
in the buying, selling or 
trading of coins learns the 
numismatic economy quickly 
or gets a rude awakening 
when, relying on what might 
otherwise be common sense, 
they do something that 


contradicts the rules of the game. 

I believe that one of the 
unmentioned rules is that the 
numismatic economy has to 
rentain liquid. It can only do that 
if the state of the general economy 
is healthy, with enough disposable 
cash to spend in the numismatic 
market place. The assumption, 
based on historical trends, is that 
the numismatic economy will 
continue to grow, and I do not feel 
that such is the case. 

While there will continue 
to be spectacular, record-setting 
sales, these will be the exception 
rather than the norm. Those with 
deep pockets will always control 
the upper reaches of the hobby, but 
there comes a breaking point. 

Take, for instance, an average coin 
that you bought last year, and ask 
yourself what would you get for it 
now? Would you break even? 
Would you even be able to make a 
sale? And the answer is that I 
don t know. We are entering on 
uncharted waters. 

This book is a worthy 
guide to take with us as we 
encounter the slippery slide of the 
emerging economy. It makes us 
consider the implications of a 
weak dollar and a strong pound or 
vibrant euro, but now the times are 
changing. And no one knows 
where it will end.
